The eldest of 
the children had a bucket of water 
clashed over him by a daughter of Jo- 
seph Rickrode, residing nearby, but 
the flames literally had to die out be- 
fore he could be helped. He was 
found lying unconscious later and 
practically naked.

Everything is becoming so complex—«o complex. 


I don't know what will happen to us iu fifty years if 
this thing keeps on. 
Life is becoming so intricate, so 


involved, so nmed up that it is difficult to tell what 
will happen as the result of any act. Government, 
finance and industry arc daily becoming more mixed 
in a maze that human ingenuity seems incapable of 
untangling. 
These fellows at Washington pass laws 


without any more knowledge of what effects they will 
produce than they might have if they were children. 
They pass a law to do onp thing and it does the re- 


verse. They press a button here and a totally unexpected explosion hap- 
pens there. This is so because the whole fabric of our civilization is be- 
coming so intricate that nobody can follow its designs. 


I began to notice this many years ago when a legislature out West 


passed a law giving a bounty for the killing of coyotes, only to discover 
a few years later that in the absence of coyotes jackrabbits were multi- 
plying so rapidly that the law had to be repealed and a bounty offered for 
the killing of rabbits. 


Forty years ago Herbert Spencer wrote some wonderfully illuminating 


chapters on the complexity of civilization in his day. 
Spencer took up 


34 laws enacted by the British parliament for the relief of the poor and 
demonstrated that 32 of the^e laws actually harmed the poor. 
Oh, but 


Spencer was a great man. 
He had the finest brain that England ever 
l stepped on a trap and I nearly lost 


produced. 


But the complexity of civilization in Spencers day was as nothing 


in comparison with what it is now. 
The curve of complexity is rising 


rapidly, whereas our ability to cope with the problems of complexity is 
increasing only very slowly. 


Sir Joshua Reynolds was right when he said, "There is no expedient 


to which a man will not resort to avoid the real labor of thinking." Think- 
ing is the hardest thing in the world for those to do who have not formed 
the habit. 
After one'has formed the habit it is not so hard. 
But every- 


where in the world we see men trying to escape the full use of their minds. 
In business affairs the tendency is to escape thinking. 
In the board of 


directors of a great corporation the man with the glibbest tongue i,« likely 
to swing the rest because they do not want to take the trouble to think out 
problems for themsehes. 


The possibilities for the development of the human brain are almost 


infinite. 
Think of that boy, twelve years old, who can play 25 games of 


chess at once and beat the best experts in the world. 
He is a prodigy, 


-of course, but the prodigy only shows what we are all made of if we can 
only release our potentialities.

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Teaching Health to Children in Terms 


of Strength, Beauty and Joy

We ought to teach our children health "in terms of strength, and 


beauty and joy, rather than of weakness and disease." We should tell a 
boy that if he keeps clean and sleeps long hours and takes plenty of out- 
door exercise he will feel well, and will grow up to be a good athlete and 
hunter and fighter for the weak and for good causes, like Theodore 
Roosevelt. 


The girls should be told that bj keeping clean and well they will 


have a sense of bodily comfort, and will grow up fresh, pretty and attrac- 
tive, like the girls in the advertisements of the high-grade magazines— 
or at least as near like them as an actual human being could ever become. 


In teaching very young children the necessary rules of health, it is 


enough to tell them what to do, rather than why it should be done. The 
ail-important thing at this age is to instill right physical habits. Chil- 
dren of grammar-school age should be given the why, so that they may 
have their reason satisfied, and so co-operate more cheerfully and wisely 
in the health program laid out for them. 


At the high-school age, scientific knowledge concerning health and 


personal welfare should be imparted to the child, and he should be actively 
interested in community health programs. By that time he will have 
reached a point where he is not only able to care for himself intelligently, 
but also to be willing to help promote and conserve civic conditions that 
make for good health and clean, safe community life.

LANDED IX JAIL 


As the result of a warrant sworn, 


out before Justice Storms, at Shrews- 
bury, Sunday, by Frank Sechrist, also 
of that place, charging I. N. McSherry, 
Gettysburg, with disorderly conduct, 
tbfc latter was taken to York Sunday 
by Constable Samuel Diehl and lodg- 
ed in the York county jail to await a 
hearing on Wednesday afternoon in 
the office of Justice Storms. McSher- 
ry, who is employed as a clerk with a 
corporation in Baltimore, according to 
his own statement, was on his way 
from that place to Abbottstown. He 
stopped in the Shrewsbury square to 
get ten gallons of gasoline and a gal- 
lon of oil from Frank Sechrist, a deal- 
er. Mr. Sechrist placed the material 
in McSherry's car, and when McSher- 
rv wanted to pay him for it, he gave 
him a cb.vk which Sechrist refused 
to take in payment, on account of him 
being a stranger. Mr. McSherry then 
proceeded to get in his car and drove 
away, but the car suddenly stopped, 
Mr. Sechrist having turned off the gas- 
oline at the tank. McSherry then 
came back, claiming he only had 13 
cents in cash, and started a row with 
Sechrist, who went to the office of Mr. 
Storms and swore out a warrant. Ac- 
cording to Constable Diehl, McSherry 
resisted him and grabbed him by the 
throat. Diehl, next morning, swore 
out a charge against him for re- 
sisting an officer before Alderman 
Owen, York. Ditehl said that McSher- 
ry had a 1921 license tag on his car. 
McSherry claimed the auto belonged 
to his brother, William McSherry, of 
Gettysburg. The check given Sechrist 
by McSherry was on the First Nation- 
al bank of Gettysburg.

Eggs produced last year in this 


county were worth $872,068.80. Ad- 
ams is the eighth county on the list. 
Hens in this county produced 2,180,- 
172 dozen eggs amd the average price 
during the year here was 40 cents. 
In only six other counties in the state 
was the average price for eggs lower 
than in Adams, the quotations rang- 
ing from 37 to 54 cents a dozen. More 
than $34,000,000 were added to the 
wealth of Pennsylvania farmers by 
the hen during 1921. The estimates 
show that the hens of the state laid 
75,693,325 dozens .of eggs during the 
year and the average price received 
was 45 cents per dozen. While more 
eggs were produced in 
Lancaster 


county than any other, yet York coun- 
ty, on account of the greater price re- 
ceived for the eggs, leads the state in 
the value of its eggs. 


That BJglerville and the neighboring

Dentist Brought About 


His Arrest.

BOASTS 
ARE FUTILE 


Convicted of Killing Rancher, Then 


Exchanging Identity With Victim, 


Doctor Brumfreld May Be 


Sentenced to Hang. 


Ore.—Dr. It. M. Hrum/ield 


has been found guilty of murder in the 
first degree iri connection with the 
death of Dennis Itu.ssell. In Oregon the 
penalty for first degree murder is death 
by hanging. 
The verdict brought to 


a close one of the strangest murder 
cases in the West. Ilrumfield, a dentist, 
known to have been an avid reader of 
lurid crime and detective tales, is al- 
leged to have boasted that he could 
commit a "perfect" crime, leaving no 
clews. 


But, 
having now been found guilty, 


Brumfield undoubtedly realizes the fal- 
lacy of his belief in his criminal abil- 
ity. 
He did loavo clews, and they 


brought about his arrest and convic- 
tion, 
lirumnelrl disappeared the night 


of July I'd, when Russell was mur- 
dered. 
He was captured August 12, 


while working on a ranch near Cal- 
gary, 
Canada, 
under 
the assumed 


name of Norman Whitney. 


Lingerie Led to Arrest. 


It was the Itoseburg dentist's strange 


desire to obtain possession of a box of 
women's lingerie which led to his ar- 
rest. 
It had Ixvn learned Brumfield 


shipped the diiinty garments to Seattle 
on tlie afternoon preceding the mur- 
der, addressing the parcel to "Mrs. Nor- 
puiii Whitney." 


The authorities had no idea Brum- 


field himself would venture to recover 
the box, but hoped it might eventually 
put them on bis trail; but while safely 
hidden on the Canadian ranch, with 
the chances all in bis f;ivor of being 
iil)le to maintain his new identity in- 
delinitely, Brumfield betrayed himself 
by writing to the Seattle express office, 
for the parcel of underwear. 


The prosecution showed that Doc- 


tor Brumiield visited the cabin of Den- 
nis Russell, who was u rancher living 
near Roseburg. 
plied 
Uu^sell 
with 


drugged liquor, took him out for n 
"ride" in his roadster, bent in the 
skull of the rancher and then shot him 
twice in the back to make sure he 
wns dead. 
It further declared Brum- 


field exchanged clothes with the dead 
mini and ran his car over an embank- 
ment, attempting to make it appear 
that Doctor Brumfield had been killed 
in the wreck. 


The state further contended that the 


dentist, following the wrecking of the 
roadster, blew off Rusesll's head with a

stick of dynamite and removed the 
Jaws of the victim, so there could be 
no chance of using the teeth to iden- 
tify the murdered man as Russell. The 
jiiws and other parts of the head have 
never been found. 
Besides hi< mvn

placed bis own ring on the dead man's 
finger. 


Mrs. Brumiield, after viewing the 


body of. the murder victim and until 
her husband was captured a month 
Inter, persistently maintained that the 
murdered 
person 
was 
the dentist. 


Whether she knew differently and pre- 
ferred that her threo children should 
remember their father as a murder vic- 
tim, is unknown. 
The state contended 


that financial difficulties \\.-is tlie real 
motive. 
It \\a-s charged that Brum- 


field tried to make it appear that he 
was the murder victim so that his wife 
could 
collect $20,000 
in 
insurance. 


Brninfield, to the last, maintained a 
rigid silence. Insanity was the defense 
plea.

THREE HANOVEU ClULPREX 


IIORHIBLY BURNED TO DEATH 


Melvin, aged S years; Clair, aged 4, 
and Harold, 6, all sons of Mr. and 
Mrs. Monroe Markel, were 
fatally 
burned, as tho result of the explosion 
of a can containing gasoline Wednes- 
day afternoon in their homo in Han- 
over, All were rushed to tho Y'ork 
hospital, after receiving first aid treat- 
ment from four Hanover physicians. 
The first one died at 9:30; second at 
10:20, and the third at 11:40, Wodnos- 
day night 
The mother. Mrs. Mazie 
Markel, aged 26 years, with severe 
burns about the lower limbs, arms 
and hands, has been in a serious con- 
dition from the shock, but is expected 
to 
recti ver. She 
is 
also 
receiving 
treatment at the hospital. 


The accident occurred while tho 
little ones were playing with Christ- 
mas toys in the sitting room of their 
home. 
In the absence of the mother, 
who was upstairs, one of the boys se- 
cured a 2-gal. can from tho porch and 
poured gasoline upon the fire of a 
heater. 
The vessel was later found 
in the room near the stove with the 
bottom blown out. 


The mother, after hearing the ex- 
plosion and the terrified screams of 
the children, ran to their assistance. 
In tearing their clothes from their 
bodies, her clothing was set afire and 
thus the three children, literally hu- 
man torches, ran screaming from the 
house to the rear yard. Here they 
were seen by neighbors who ran to 
their assistance. 
The mother, who 
was prostrate in the rear of the home 
of Joseph Rirkrode, 
called 
to 
the 
neighbors to look after the children 
and never mind her. The eldest of 
the children had a bucket of water 
dashed over him by a daughter of Jo- 
seph Rickrode, residing nearby, but 
the fiâmes literally had to die out be- 
fore he could be helped. 
He was 
found lying unconscious later 
and 
practically naked. Lying a.bout in the 
yard of J. E. Burns, a next door neigh- 
bor, were fragments of burned cloth- 
ing. which were torn from the chil- 
dren. The shoes on the victims could 
not be removed until cut from the 
feet. Blankets from neighbors were 
procured and the victims wrapped: in 
these. 
Later they were taken to the 
hospital. 


The explosion set fire to the inter- 
ior of tho room, doing some damage 
before it was put out by neighbors, 
who formed a bucket brigade. 


The husband, who operates an auto- 
mobile garage, was notified at once 
and arrived soon after to learn the 
story of the terrible tragedy. 
The 
two youngest children had their hair 
burned from their heads and bodies 
of all three were burned to a crisp in 
many places.

Evorylliiiig is becoming so complex—so complcx. 
1 don't know wliut will happen to us in fifty years if 
this thing keeps on. 
Life is becoming so intricate, so 
involved, so mixed up that it is difficult to tell what 
will happen as the result of any act. 
Government, 
finance and industry arc daily becoming more mixed 
in a maze tliat human ingenuity seems incapable of 
untangling. 
These fellows at Washington pass laws 
without any more knowledge of what effects they will 
produce than they might have if they were children. 
They pass a law to do onp thing and it does the re- 
verse. 
They press a button here and a totally unexpected explosion hap- 
pens there. 
This is so because the whole fabric of our civilization is be- 
coming so intricate that nobody can follow its designs. 


I began to notice this many years ago Vhen a legislature out West 
passed a law giving a bounty for the killing of coyotes, only to discover 
a few years later that in the absence of coyotes jackrabbits were multi- 
plying so rapidly that the law had to be repealed and a bounty offered for 
the killing of rabbits. 


Forty years ago Herbert Spencer wrote some wonderfully illuminating 
diapters on the complexity of civilization in his day. 
Spencer took up 
34 laws enacted by the Britisli parliament for the relief of the poor and 
demonstrated that 32 of these laws actually harmed the poor. 
Oh, but 
Spencer was a great maji. 
He had the finest brain that England ever 
produced. 


But the complexity of civilization in Spencer's day was as nothing 
in comparison with what it is now. 
The curve of complexity is rising 
rapidl}^, whereas our ability to cope with the problems of complexity is 
increasing only very sloAvly, 


Sir Joshua Reynolds was right when he said, "There is no expedient 
to which a man will not resort to avoid the real labor of thinking," Think- 
ing is the hardest thing in the world for those to do who have not formed 
the habit. 
After one'has formed the habit it is not so hard. 
But every- 
where in the world we see men trying to escape the full use of their minds. 
In business affairs the tendency is to escape thinking. 
In the board of 
directors of a great corporation tlie man with the glibbest tongue is likely 
to swing the rest because they do not want to take the trouble to think out 
problems for themselves. 


The possibilities for the development of the human brain arc almost 
infinite. 
Think of that l)oy, twelve years old, who can play 25 games of 
chess at once and beat the best experts in the world. 
He is a prodigy, 
-of course, but the prodigy only shows what we are all made of if we can 
only release our potentialities.

ASSKSSMENT KKLIKYKI) FAIII 


When the Assessors of Iho norou.irh? 
and Townships took out their sup- 
plies for mflkinc: the Triennial As- 
sessment, it ^Yns muttially uKreed he* 
tween the Assessors and the Tountv 
Poniniissioners that the Real Kstatc 
of the severiil Townships and Ror- 
ouirhs would he assessed on the basis 
of GO'T of its market 
value; 
That 
horses and mules should bo assessed 
at an average of $60 per head and 
cows at an airerago of $40 per head 
A new schedule for the Assessment 
of Occupations was given to the As 
sessors. 


This nirreenient means a reduction 
of 
iu the Assessment of horses 


and mules, S.11/3'7 on the Assessment 
of oows and approximately hO^r on 
the Assessment of Occupations; but 
for a larse number of the TownshipiJ 
and Boroughs, it means an increase 
in the Assessment of Real Estate. 


All of the Assessors except the one 
fmm Arendtsville made their returns 
in due time, after which the Commis- 
sioners made a careful study of the 
returns of several districts and found 
tlmt a majority of the Assessors car- 
ried out the agreement and assessed 
the Real Estate of their Districts at 
approximately GO^r of its value. The 
rest of the Assessors in many instanc- 
es raised their Assessment of Real 
Estate but did not reach the 60% ba- 
sis. in the opinion of the Commission- 
ers. whereupoft those Assessors were 
asked to meot with the Commission- 
ers at their oflice to go over their 
books with a view of bringing their 
Districts to an equal basis with those 
Districts in whiV-h the Real 
Estate 
was assessed at in approximately 60% 
of its value. 
This required patience 
and hard work, but the Commission- 
ers feel that they have been fair in 
their sucgestions to the Assessors and 
that the Real Estate of the County is 
more equally assessed now that it 
has been for many years. 


The losses in the Assessments on 
horses, mules, cows and occupations 
approximate One Million and One Half 
Dollars uni?er 1921 Assessment. The 
Occupation Assessments for 1022 are 
approximatf ly the same as they have 
been for many years except 1921. On 
horses, mules, and cows the Assess- 
ment for 1922 is a trifle less than for 
the five years preceding 1921. 


The total ^ Assessment for County 
purposes for the year 1921 was $17.- 
100.000. Taking 
from 
that 
amount 
the loss on horses, mules, cows and 
occupation and then adding the in- 
crease on the Assessment of Real Es- 
tate. the total Assessment for 1922 
will approximate $17,750,000. 


The returns of tlw? Assessors show 
that there will be a loss of approxi- 
mately One Half Miillion Dollars in 
the amount of money Uixable return- 
ed. 


The Commissioners have made an 
estimate of the probable expenses for 
running the County for 1922. 
Taking 
into consideration a balance on hand 
at the end of this year, the Tax col- 
lected on money and interest and oth- 
er miscellaneous items, it is found 
that in order to pay the estimated ex- 
penses for 1922 and the interest and 
State Tax on County Bonds, it has 
been found necessary co ilx the Tax 
Rate for 1922 at 5 mills for County 
purposes and 
mills for Bond pur- 
poses. 
Bv resolution of the Board of 
Commissioners 
last 
week the Tax 
Rate was flxed for 1922 as a;bove stat- 
ed. 
This brings the County Tax back 
to 5 mills and eliminates the special 
Bridge Tax. 
The Commissioners be- 
lieve that it is fail- to the Tax Pay- 
ers to know that in this Tax Levy of 5 
mills is included an item of $24.000 
plus the State Aid on account of the 
Alms House. 
The matter of levying 
a Tax for Alms House purposes was 
under consideration which would have 
enabled the Commissioners to run the 
County on 3% mills; however, that 
plan was abandoned in as much as 
the item for the Alms House is in- 
cluded in the regular County Budget. 


The dates and places of appeals are 
being advertised and the Commission- 
ers hope that the Tax Payers will be 
fair in their conclusions with respect 
to the revisions 
which 
have 
been 
made ifn the present Assessment,

originally 
the 
American 
slang 
equiva- 
lent of counterfeit or spurious, 
slipped 
into

through a corruption of the name 
of a man named * Borgliese, re- 
puted to have been a very cor- 
rupt 
individual \ wlio, 
around 
1825. flooded the west and south- 
west with vast amounts of coun- 
terfeit bills. 
Borghese, 
it

interesting to note, turned 
out 
his currency so rapidly that he 
didn't even stop to find out if 
the banks on which 
the 
bills 
wore drawn were even- in exis- 
tence. 
As a result, much of liis 
money 
was 
counterfeit

British Explorers Get 21,000 Feet Up 
Mount KInchlnJunga and Are Com- 
pelled to Stop by Bad Weather-« 
Encounter Difficuitles.

heavy and the ever-shifting ice 
fields 
in the mountains were likely to come 
down in terrific avalanches,

all climbing impossible without seri- 
ous risk to life. 


Their explorations led the climbers 
along the course of the Talung river, 
.'which takes its rise in the 
Talung 
glacier. 
Here they crossed 
streams, 
the bridges of which had been washed 
away, and passed

ests, through which tJiey had to hew

way 
for 
several 
days.

Plays offering the sorrijpst of entertain- 
ment prospered beyond belief. 
At one 
in the morning rushing tides of motor- 
cars rendered 
the passage of .Fifth 
avenue as perilous as at five in the 
evening. 
The more retiring social life 
was proportionately more gay and rest- 
less, its brief post-Lenten season in- 
candescent with a brilliance unparal- 
leled in the memory of the most elder- 
ly idler. 
Everywhere there was end- 
,less feasting, dancing, coquetry, laugh- 
ter, love in idleness. 
Announcements 
of engagements popped in well-nigh 
continuous ftisillade; and after dark 
all the kindly shadows in the parks 
were murmurous with the voices of 
humbler sweethearts.

II. 
ANALYSIS. 


Love \vorried Philip Fo.sdick with re- 
lentless importunity, whether he were 
behind the desk in his consultation 
room, doing liis best to give his best to 
those unfortunates who sought 
him 
cut to lay open distressett hearts and 
bespeak 
his 
sympathy 
and 
healing 
counsel, or whether he sat In solitude 
cudgeling his wits for insight into the 
mystery that shadowed the happiness 
of the woman he loved. 


The problem mocked his shrewdest 
efforts. 
Practice and study, personal 
contact and observation together with 
closKi examination of cases recorded 
by others, had long since made him, as 
he believed, familiar with' every phase 
of psychosis, hysteria and neurosis, as 
well as with these psychic phenomena 
which will at times develop In per-

However nearly akin they might be

densed and disfigured Impressions un- 
intelligible but to the trained percep- 
tions of the analyst. 
On the contrary 
they were, as communicated to Fos- 
dlck, coherent dramatic, i)icturesque, 
convincing 
reports 
of 
JiappenJngs 
which. If Uiey feil short of the round- 
ed completeness of the Invented story, 
wore strikingly like reels Inconsecu- 
tively viewed in some cinema ol en- 
trancing interest. 


Furtiier: Priscilla was not hysteri- 
cal, neurotic or anemic. 
Neither was 
she of unsound mind. 
Hallucinations, 
trance and ecstasy take sliape only in 
ilie miasmata of insanitary mental and 
phy.slcal stales. 
TJie njun who since 
her 
earliest 
days 
hud 
adored 
and 
watched over iier, knew few 
minds 
more clear of vision, imprepo-ssessed 
by illusions, or capable of 
stralglit, 
honest reasoning. 
But it was not more 
.sane tlian Iier well nourished, groomed 
and guarded body. 


To 
a 
cerialnty. 
jiowever, 
the 
"dreams" were telepathic. 
And fcVs- 
dick had already seen they cuuld be 
»tiinulaied 
by 
auto-sugiiesiion—as 
ulien Priscllla had sufferud a sense of 
translated identity while puziiling over 
her i)ortrait of "Leonora." 
»So, too, 
without question, tiiey fell within the 
definition of teiaesthesia as ^'any di- 
. rect sensation or perceptioa of objects 


or cAnilitlons Independent of the rw^ 
ognlzed channels of the senses, and 
also under such circumstances that lio 
known mind ox(er:::il to the pcrcHI. 
ent's can be suggested as the source of 
the knowiedge thus gained." 
But in 
either 
case 
the 
link 
was 
missing; 
there 
was 
no 
"knoNvn 
mind" 
with 
which 
Priscllla's 
could 
conccivably 
conmninit^ate with such intlmale sym- 
pathy whilst she Blopt but only "Leo- 
nora's." 


But was "Leonora" anything more 
than a fancy born of subUmlnal rec- 
ognition by Priscilla of the fact that 
she was the vessel of a dual personal- 
ity? 
Or, if there were a real Leonora, 
what was the nature of the atlinlty 
that linked her mlpd with Priscilhrs? 


Indisputably liconora was to Pris- 
cilla living fact, a dissociate personal- 
ity loading an Independent and factual 
existence. 
On the other hand, con- 
stantly by word of mouth and in writ- 
ing Priscllla referred to Leonora as 
her "other Self"—a plain and direct 
lead to the solution expres^^iMl by the 
term dual personality.

Dredging 
the 
past 
for 
tlie 
truth 
about 
Priscilla's 
mother 
brought 
to 
light noiliing that seemed helpful. 
In 
twenty-odd years New York itself had 
changed 
almost 
beyond 
recognition 
and the constitution of its society had 
been made over again and again till 
few of the original elements remained. 
Then, too. tlie memory of nhin is pe- 
culiarly brief concerning the troubles 
of others. 
Henry Hobart Maine, one 
of the most successful of 
American 
portrait painters and in his day a con- 
spicuous figure ^in the social life of 
the city, nevertheless had made few 
close friends, and of these only one

When the bacon has become 
crisp, remove i t cover the tLsh with 
cracker crumbs and brown in a quick 
oven. 


Ragout of Venison With Sweet Po- 


tato Border 
Any portion of tho \en- 


ison may be used, but steaks from tho 
upper portion of the round are usual- 
ly selected. 
Cut tlxe steak in small 
pieces, roll In flour and cook In hot 
fat until 
slightly 
browned 
on 
both 
sides. 
Add broth from the trimmings ^ 
and bones of the venison, or simply ' 
add boiling water, let simmer abtnit I 
an hour or until tender. 
For each pint 
of liquid add one-fourth of a cupful 
of flour, half a teaspoonful of salt and 
one-fourth of a teaspoonful of paprika ; 
stir these with cold \vater or broth to 
a smooth consistency; add to the dish 
of meat and stir until boiling; cover 
and simmer ton minutes. 
Have ready 
baked or boiled sweet potatoes; press 
them through a rlcer; add s a l t butter 
and a little hot luilki beat thorough- 
ly over the 
fire. 
With a pastry tube 
pipe in a ring arouiul a hat serving 
dish. 
Turn the ragout into the center 
of the ring and set cooked prunes in 
groups of three as a garnish around 
the potato. 
Serve tho prunes with the 
potato and ragout. 


New England 
Election Cake.—Beat 
three eggs, add one and threefourths 
pounds of sugar, eleven ounces of but- 
ter, eight ounces of lard and the gratetl 
peel of one lemon. 
Warot a quart of 
milk, add two pounds and six ounces 
of flour, also warmed; add 
one-half 
the egg and butter, sugar mixture and 
two-thirds of a cupful of fresh home- 
made yeast; mix at noon and let stand 
in a warm place until night, then add 
the rest of the sugar, egg and butter 
mixture, nutmeg and mace to 
flavor. 
Lot rise over night and in the morning 
add one cupful each of raisins and cit- 
ron shaved in thin pieces. AVhen thor- 
oughly beaten, bake in half a dozen 
loaves. 
Bake slowly an hour or more. 
When cool cover with a confeotloner's 
frosting. 
These .cakes are better a 
svoek or more old.

McSherry 
resisted him and grabbed him by the 
throat.

Difehl said that McSher- 
ry had a 1921 license tag on his car. 
McSherry claimed the auto belonged 
to his brother, AVilliatm McSheriT» of 
Gettysburg.
